The new university extension de 


partmeut is a part of President Tan 
Hise's policy of extending the advan 
tages of the university to the largest 
possible number of people in the 
tsate. 
Heretofore the extension work 


has been confined largely to short 
conrses in agriculture, housekeepers 
conventions, and single lectures at 
farmer^' institutes, teachers conven- 
tions, and meetings of various organ- 
izations and clubs, 
a'he new work 


provides for systematic instruction by 
a series of lectures, supplemented by 
reading' and study on the part 
of 


those taking up the work. 
In this 


way it should be possible for a large 
number of persons unable to attend 
the university to obtain many of the 
advantages of university instruction, 
and to carry on their studies at home 
under competent direction. 


The department provides for assist- 


ing study clubs of all kinds, both in 
the organization and supervision or 
leadarship. of classes. 
From time to 


time.the secretary will visit different 
parts of the state to aid in organizing 
these clubs or perfecting former or- 
ganizations. 
Classes under the direc- 


tion of some member of the university 
extension staff will meet weekly or 
bi-weekly for lectures or instruction 
during periods of from six to twelve 
weeks. 
Womens clubs may obtain 


lectures or assistance in planning their 
work for the year or for several years 
in advance. 
Outlines of courses of 


study and methods of work, topics for 
papers, lists of books and pericdicals 
will also be 
furnished. 
Clnbs of 


teachers in grammar and high schools 
will be furnished outlines of study 
with lectures on educational subjects, 
or in any field of work which they 
desire to pursue. 


An important part of the extension 


work provides for 
instructiou 
in 


making mechanical drawing, steam, 
structural, railway and electrical en- 
gineering for those actively engaged 
in these occupations. i\Jr organiza- 
,tions of business men. accountants, 
bookkeepers, bank clerks and others 
engaged 
in 
commercial lines are

Indianapolis, Ind., March 23.—Noth- 


ing but some unexpected and unfore- 
seen 
circumstance can prevent

strike of .250,000 miners throughout 
the bituminous coal fields of the coun- 
try.The breach between the operators 
and their men widened rapidly yes- 
terday, forcing the conclusion upon 
both sides that the reconvened joint 
conference will break up within twen- 
ty-four hours without 
a 
settlement 


having been reached. 


This forecast allows for everything 


except the intervention for a second 
time of President Roosevelt or a sud- 
den change of front on the part eith- 
er of the operators or the miners.

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FOR THE AMATEUR GARDENER 


He Has Wealth of Easily Grown Flow- 


ers to Choose From. 


The beginner should try to grow a 


few varieties of flowers and 
learn 


their habits thoroughly, for in thor- 
oughness lies success. He should not 
construct a garden 'in fancy out of the 
highly colored plates in a seed cata- 
logue, and expect to produce it in real- 
ity. 
But ho should choose his plants 


with regard to the place he will grow 
them, and study their needs carefully. 


There is a wealth to choose from. 


For early spring flowers, for instance, 
there are the bulbs of tulips, jonquils, 
narcissi, hyacinths, crocuses, 
snow- 


drops and squills. It is best to plant 
them in the fall, then as 
soon 
as 


spring begins they begin to bloom, 
and produce a surprising amount, of 
color. The crocuses, snowdrops and 
squills may be planted in the lawn, 
and mowed down, for they flower very 
early and will continue to bloom for 
several years. Jonquils and narcissi 
may also be left in'shrubbery or in 
grass, where they are not cut, and 
they will bloom -many years. 
The 


bulbs may also be planted 
in 
the 


early spring; any dealer will tell how. 


Sweet peas are deservedly popular, 


because of their ease of culture, pro- 
fusion of bloom, dainty colors and de- 
lightful fragrance. 
Plant them in any 


good garden soil, fertilized well with 
rich cow manure, in rows preferably 
running east and 
west. 
Keep 
the 


flowers well picked each day to ^pre- 
yent seed pods forming, for like 4>an- 
s'ies the vitality of the plant is im- 
paired by the production 
of seeds. 


The seed should be planted very ear- 
ly In the spring, in trenches three or 
four inches deep, being covered only a 
little at first and the trenches grad- 
ually filled as the plants grow. 


Few persons are acquainted with 


the merits of the gaillardia, or blan- 
ket flower, which is a hardy perennial 
and blooms in the summer in great 
profusion. 
It is about a foot high and 


has good- stems for cutting. For an 
old-fashioned garden the new hybrids 
of French marigolds and zinnias, lark- 
spur and fringed petunias are exceed- 
ingly beautiful and furnish a wealth 
of bloom for cutting.

insula. This belt of volcanic activity 
is 1,600 miles long and not more than 
forty miles wide.

five of the Alaskan peaks are live vol- 
canoes to-daj', forming a varied and 
imposing array of cones that rise in 
many causes from the sea.—Tacoma 
Ledger.

During Sessions. 


The official stenographers 
of the 


house have reported so far this ses- 
sion about 2,775,000 words, with the 
session perhaps a little more than half 
over. There is a busy, talking time 
to come, however, and the full bill will 
probably be about 6,000,000 words for 
the session. That is outside of the 
committee hearings, which will 
be 


more than half as much additional, so 
that the house will have sent to the 
printing office as the talk that has 
been made or to its members while at 
work on the floor or in the committee 
rooms approximately 10,000,000 words. 
The senate will easily double that, if 
it does not exceed it,'although the sen- 
ate often sits only four days a week, 
while the house is always busy at 
least five days, and sometimes sits on 
Saturday. 
That will be a round total 


of 20,000,000 words thus uttered at 
this session.

In the garden where flowers and 


foliage plants 
gathered 
from 
the 


woods and fields are grown, natural 
conditions should be Imitated as near- 
ly as possible. 
Most of the earliest 


wild flowers prefer some shade. There 
is no better way of providing this than 
by planting them in a rockery. It cnn 
be built of a few loads of weather- 
stained stones, arranged in a mound, 
leaving recesses of varying sixes for 
pockets in which to 
put 
soil 
and 


plants. 


As In a bed. the soil for the plants 


should be thoroughly enriched with 
well rotted manure or some commer- 
cial fertilizer. The flowers should be 
carefully watered until they are well 
established. Tho roskory may be made 
beautiful with a score of plant and 
ferns that grow In the woods through- 
out the country, even near the larscst 
cities, only awaiting someone 
who 


cares enough to dig them np. 


The columbines, liverworts, 
saxi- 


frages, 
ladyslippers, 
anemones or 


windflowers, gentians, mayapples, vio- 
lets and many hardy ferns, including 
the beaatiful maidenhair, are widely 
distributed. Spring flowers v.'hich do 
well in the sun are the bluebells, but- 
tercups and spring beauties.

spring flowers have 
ceased 
to 


bloom the summer wild flowers an- 
beginning. 
The wild rose blooms In 


May and June and is followed by tin' 
ox-eye daisy and butterfly milkweed. 
Then comes a host of showy field flow- 
ers which continue to bloom until so 
vere frost of late October and Novem- 
ber. They include the goldenrod, of 
which there are several species, all 
yellow, ranging from 2 to r> feet high; 
asters, ranging from little flowers half 
an inch across to the New England 
aster, 4 to C feet tall with flowers an 
inch across, evening primrose, dragon 
head lily, cardinal flowers, and dozens 
of others.

But as tho city buyer represents our 
market, we should try to influence 
him to buy by taste, -for apples and 
alf other I'rnib must be consumed in 
greater quantities ill order to soil in 
greater quantities; 


"Who but tho grower should show 


the buyer tho difference between those 
kings of the royal family of fruits, 
tho yellow belleflour, the JN"ewtown 
pippin and the plebeian Lauver and 
Bon Davis?

100 per 
cent basis, aud only Ji) per cent was 
given to tiisto, while 81 per cent was 
given to looks.

at least 73 per cent of the honors and 
tho taste less than 25 per cent.

courses to be given by

proffebsors on a wide range of sub 
jects of 
general interest.

courses are adapted not only for tl 
usual public lecture courses, but fo 
woman's clubs', study clubs of teact 
ers, organisation of mechanics, busi 
ness men, bookkeepers, 
bank clerk 


and others. 
The staff of the depari 


mont includes thirty-three member 
of Jie regular 
instructional fore 


of tlie university; 
besides 
thes 


other members of the facu'ty wl 
devote as much time to the extensio 
work as their university work w 
permit.

He Has Wealth of Easily Grown Flow- 


ers to Choose From. 


The beginner should try to grow a 


few varieties of flowers and 
learn 


their habits thoroughly, for in thor- 
oughness lies success. He should not 
construct a garden, 'in fancy out of the 
highly colored plates in a seed cata- 
logue, and expect to produce it in real- 
ity. 
But ho should choose his plants 


with regard to the place he will grow 
them, and study their needs carefully. 


There Is a wealth "to choose 'from. 


For early spring flowers, for instance, 
there are the bulbs of tulips, jonquils, 
narcissi, hyacinths, crocuses, 
snow- 


drops and squills. It is best to plant 
them in the fall, then as 
soon 
as 


spring begins they begin to bloom, 
and produce a surprising amount, of 
color. 
The crocuses, snowdrops and 


squills may be planted in the lawn, 
and mowed down, for they flower very 
early, and will continue to bloom ...for 
several years.. Jonquils and narcissi 
may also be left in-shrubbery or in 
grass, where they are not cut, and 
they will bloom -many years. 
The 


bulbs may also be planted 
in 
the 


early spring; any dealer will tell how. 


Sweet peas are deservedly popular, 


because of their-ease of culture, pro- 
fusion of bloom, dainty colors and de- 
lightful fragrance. Plant them in any 
good garden soil, fertilized well with 
rich cow manure, in rows preferably 
running east and 
west. 
Keep 
the 


flowers well picked each day to,-pre- 
yent seed pods forming, for like #an- 
sles the vitality of the plant is im- 
paired by-the production 
of seeds. 


The seed should be planted very ear- 
ly In the spring, in trenches three or 
four inches deep, being covered only a 
little &t first and the trenches grad- 
ually filled as the plants grow. 


Few persons are acquainted with 


the merits of the gaillardla, or blan- 
ket flower, which Is a hardy perennial 
and blooms in the summer'in great 
profusion. It is about a foot high and 
has good stems' for cutting. 
For an 


old-fashioned garden the new hybrids 
of French marigolds and zinnias, lark- 
spur and fringed petunias are exceed- 
ingly beautiful and furnish a wealth 
of bloom for cutting.

of Increasing Its Beauty. 


In the opinion of Maj. W. V. Jud- 


eon, United States engineer stationed 
at Milwaukee, it is practically a stand- 
off matter whether the damming of 
the Wisconsin river 
at 
the 
dells 


.would not spoil the beauty of that re- 
isort or enhance it. 
• "Some of the well-known glens and 
gorges may 
be 
spoiled, in part ut 


least, but In other cases the beauty of 
the dells will be greatly enhanced," 
said the major. "So far as tho war 
department is concerned, the only con- 
sideration to be taken into account is 
the question of navigation. It has no 
further jurisdiction and 
could 
not 


withhold its permit on the ground that 
the dells would be spoiled as a re- 
sort." 
. "The new dam will develop sufficient 
water power to make it economical to 
put in turbines for 10,900 horsepow- 
er," says the major. This, he declares, 
means a great deal to the locality, as 
It reduces the cost of power from $45 
for steam power to $20 a horsepower 
a year.

PROVIDES SHADE FOR GARDEN 


Well-Made Rockery Also Adds to Its 


Appearance. 


In the garden where flowers and 


foliage plants 
gathered 
from 
the 


woods and fields are grown, natural 
conditions should be Imitated as near- 
ly as possible. 
Most of the earliest 


wild flowers prefer some shade. There 
is no better way of providing this than 
by planting them in a rockery. It can 
be built of a few. loads of weather- 
stained stones, arranged in a mound, 
leaving recesses o£ varying sizes for 
pockets in which to 
put soil 
and 


plants. 


As in a bed, the soil for the plants 


should be thoroughly enriched with 
well rotted manure or some commer- 
cial fertilizer. The flowers should be 
carefully watered until they are well 
established. The roskery may be made 
beautiful with a score of plant and 
ferns that grow in the woods through- 
out the country, even near the largest 
cities, only awaiting someone 
who 


cares, enough to dig them up. 


The columbines, liverworts, 
saxi- 


frages, 
ladysllppers, anemones 
or 


windflowers, gentians, mayapples, vio- 
lets and many hardy ferns, including 
the beautiful maidenhair, are widely 
distributed. Spring flowers which do 
well in the sun are the bluebells, but- 
tercups and spring beauties. Before 
the 
spring flowers have 
ceased 
to 


bloom the summer wild flowers are 
beginning. The wild rose blooms in 
May and June and is followed by the 
ox-eye daisy and butterfly milkweed. 
Then conies a host of showy field flow- 
ers which continue to bloom uutil se- 
vere frost of late October and Novem- 
ber. They include the goldenrod, of 
which there are several species, all 
yellow, ranging from 2. to 5 feet,high; 
asters, ranging from, little flowers half 
an inch across to the New England 
aster, 4 to 6 feet tall with flowers an 
inch across, evening primrose, dragon 
head lily, cardinal flowers, and dozens 
of others.

A. N. Judd said to the California 


Fruit Growers' asiociation m a receni 
address: 


" I wish to impress upon tlie grow- 


er tlio necessity of marketing his own 
products if for uo other reason than 
to correct tho vagaries of apple buyers, 
and this is true in all fruits. 
The 


taste is the growers' test of the quali- 
ty of an apple, while the city man is 
influenced by the eye wholly, and in 
consequence neldoin eats a good apple. 
But a& the city buj'cr represents oui 
market, we should try to influence 
him to buy by taste, .for apples anc 
all other fruit must be consumed in 
greater quantities in order to sell in 
greater quantities. 


"Who but the grower should show 


the buyer tho difference between those 
kings of tlie royal family of fruits, 
the yellow bellefleur, the Newtown 
pippin and tha plebeian Lauver anc 
Ben Davis? 


"To show how serious the question 


is, at the Louisiana purchase exposi- 
tion apples wero judged on 100 par 
cent basis, and only M) per cent was 
given to taste, while 81 per cent wa 
given to looks. 
In fact, all awards 


in all kinds of fruit, the eye awardec 
at least 75 per cent of the honors anc 
the taste less than 25 per cent. 
This 


calls for action on the part of tlie 
grower, and farther illustrates the 
necessity ot attending to at least a 
part ot our own business. 


At the latB January meeting of flip 


Wisconsin State Cranberry Gr:,it 
Association a committee compiled 
Ex, Pres. A. C. Bennett, Statistician 
Hon. John A. Gajuor and Jacob Searls 
was appointed to project a plan for 
increasing tho demand and conssmp- 
tion ot cranberries at home anc 
abroad, and in the foregoing ft is 
believed there is much valuable food 
for reflection foi all concerned. 


That
